U.C. MOFFITT HOSPITAL. 
S.F. — In the subdued light of 
this hospital’s new Intensive 
Care unit, the patients won’t 
be able to tell whether it’s 
Christmas Eve, C h r i s t m a s 
morning or Christmas night. 
But over its 11 beds must 
hover the host of angels who 
brought light and song to a 
manger in Bethlehem and hope 
to the world. 
It is difficult to describe that 


little area of intensive mercy 
on the seventh floor. Most pa­ 
tients can recall little of what 
went on there and have only 
the vaguest idea of what it 
looks like. Their nearest rela­ 
tives, who spent fitful hour 
upon hour in a sterile waiting 
room, get inside only for 15 
minutes twice each day, So 
they have only fleeting impres­ 
sions of what goes on inside. 
To a patient, ICU, as it is 
usually called, is a montage. 


It’s gaining consciousness to 
see a lovely, young face bend­ 
ing over him asking, “How do 
you feel? Is there anything 
you 
want?” 
It’s 
a 
shining 
chrome panel on the wall over 
his head which puts every fa­ 
cility within reach of his doc­ 
tors and nurses. It’s a green- 
smocked orderly plumping a 
pillow into the middle of his 
back saying, “There now, is 
that better?” 
But more than this, ICU is 


people. People in desperate 
trouble. People trained to help. 
It is teams of nurses, teams of 
doctors, united with knowledge 
and modern equipment. To­ 
gether they descend like the 
host at Bethlehem 
bringing 
hope alike to the. bedridden 
and to the visitors in the wait­ 
ing room. 
And ICU is also the people 
in the beds. It’s hard to get 
more than a fragmentary im­ 
pression; there is no socializ­ 


ing. The muted rumble as an | 
iron lung is rolled in attracts 
attention. The man in the next 
bed is slipped into it and the 
soft whir of a motor and the 
swish of air moving in and out 
is audible. 
Then other noises become 
noticeable, soft and regular 
sounds which, like the tick of 
a clock, hadn’t been heard. The 
soft intake of air, a click, then 
a subdued exhaust of air across 
the room; the regular tap, tap, 


tap of wheels running smooth­ 
ly; the noise of suction, con­ 
tinuous sometimes, spasmodic 
others. 
In the next bed the iron 
lung hasn’t been a success. A 
team of doctors in their tight 
operating room caps work to 
ease gasps. The curtain be­ 
tween the beds is pulled aside 
a bit and the man is lying 
there flat on his back, young, 
tanned and with an incredibly 
straight nose. 


The doctors operate rigi. 
there, opening his throat ant 
inserting a tube into his tra 
chea; the iron lung is gone and 
the sharp face is more reposed, 
although now crisscrossed with 
bandage and rubber tubing. 
Across the foot of the bed 
comes the wracking breathing 
of a man called John. There is 
a muted consultation to decide 
whether to summon “his only 
friend down the peninsula.”

Stabbed To Death 


In Quentin Yard 


Another inmate was found slashed to death at San 
Quentin Prison this morning. 
Los Angeles forger, Robert A. Lopez, 21, was found 
by prison guards lying unconscious with 17 stab 
wounds, in the prison’s upper yard near the inmate can­ 
teen at 9:25 a.m. 
This makes the fourth slaying in less than two weeks 
within the prison's walls. 
According to Asst. Warden Dale B. Frady, the Lopez 
murder occurred while more than 300 other inmates 
thronged the murder area. Lopez had been stabbed by a 
14-inch bayonet-like knife fashioned from strap iron 
found near the scene of the murder, said Frady. Eight 
of the stab wounds were in Lopez’ back and five in the 
chest. 
He was pronounced dead minutes after being taken 
to the prison hospital without ever regaining conscious­ 
ness. 
Guards were attracted to the area of the crime when

U.S. Budget 


Message Will 


Show Surplus 


WASHINGTON Lfl — Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy’s budget 
message to 
Congress 
n e x t 
month will show a surplus of 
about 500 or 600 million dol­ 
lars, officials indicate. 


But this modest surplus— 
brought about through a tight 
check on military spending— 
could easily become a deficit 
should any of several “ifs” 
come 
to pass, 
the officials 
added.

proposed 
spending for the 1962-63 fiscal 
year will run about 92 billion 
dollars. 
Income, 
despite 
in­ 
creased tax collections result­ 
ing from rising personal in­

As recently as two weeks 
ago, unofficial guesses were 
that the military budget would 
run about 50 billion dollars.

Friday defense requests have 
been trimmed to 48.5 billion 
dollars compared with the cur­ 
rent budget of 46.85 billion.

LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo 
(B—Another showdown over 
Katanga secession loomed to­ 
day after refusal by the pro­ 
vincial cabinet to act on Presi­ 
dent Moise Tshombe’s unity 
pact with the central Congo 
government.

Katanga 
cabinet 
de­ 
clared itself incompetent to au­ 
thorize Tshombe’s agreement 
with Congo Premier Cyrille 
Adoula after listening Friday to 
a report on their meeting at the 
U.N. base at Kitona. A com­ 
munique said it had “decided 
to put its ratification of the 
accord before the National As­ 
sembly—the sole valid author­ 
ity on such matters.” 


The action led observers in 
Elisabethville to speculate that 
it may be the initial step in the 
ultimate rejection of the pact 
by the Katanga regime. 


Majority sentiment of the Ka­ 
tanga Assembly remains to be 
determined, most of the as­ 
semblymen having faded into 
the countryside with the fall of 
the capital to U.N. forces dur­ 
ing the undeclared two-week 
war.

Italian Yule 


Train Wreck 


CATANZARO, Italy (UPD — 
The * rear car of a two-coach 
diesel train roaring through 
southern Italy La Sila Moun­ 
tains in a freezing raipstorm 
hurtled into a 100-foot gorge 
today, 
killing 
most 
of 
the 
Christmas 
travelers 
jammed 
aboard. 


Italian authorities put the 
death toll at 71 and said about 
30 more of the passengers 
crammed into a coach built for 
80 were injured, some so badly 
they were not expected to live. 
Most of the victims were teen­ 
age students going home for 
Christmas. 


The narrow gauge train fill­ 
ed with students and peasants 
taking their goats and chickens 
to m arket in Catanzaro sped 
out 
of 
a 
tunnel, 
careened 
through a sharp curve and on­ 
to an ancient stone bridge 
when disaster struck with a 
sickening lurch that tore up 
the tracks. 


The engineer screeched his 
locomotive and the remaining 
coach to a halt high above the 
swollen Fiumarella River and 
saw the twisted and splintered 
car on the river bank below, 
its steel plates split open, spill­ 
ing death into the rain. 


Authorities said the engineer 
was being “detained,” the usual 
procedure in any Italian rail­ 
way accident. He was being 
questioned about reports he 
was driving the train at “ex­ 
cessive speed” over this roller 
coaster route in the center of 
the toe of Italy’s Boot. 


The train was en route from 
Soveria 
Manneli, 
2,600 
feet 
above sea level, to Catanzaro, 
1,150 high. The 27 miles of 
railroad winding dangerously 
along viaducts and tunnels in 
this part of the Appenines is 
like a scenic railroad.

MANILA (UPD — President­ 
elect Diosdado Macapagal today 
announced the appointment of 
Emilio Abello as ambassador to 
the United States. He will suc­ 
ceed Gen. Carlos P. Romulo.'

The request for the injunc­ 
tion, filed yesterday in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court, covers a range from 
a small household light bulb to 
a part for a guided missile—so 
long as someone else manufac­ 
tures the same item. 
The action was taken, the 
Justice Department said, be­ 
cause of G.E.’s proclivity for 
persistent and frequent in­ 
volvement in anti-trust viola­ 
tions,” and because the public 
‘‘is entitled to comprehensive 
equitable relief—without wait- 
ing for it (G.E.) to engage in 
additional conspiracies.” 
Laurence L Wood, G.E. vice 
president and general counsel, 
commented i nNew York that 
the action $8s'“ifrifair, unreas­ 
onable and unnecessary.” He 
said it “seeks orders to pre­ 
vent the company from doing 
what it has no intention of do­ 
ing.”

The East Berlin newspaper, 
Der Morgen, in a story headed 
“Spellman Is No Angel,” said 
the cardinal would bless Ameri­ 
can soldiers in a midnight mass 
tomorrow to prepare them for 
anti-communist “adventures.” 
The communist newspaper 
called his visit a “bad omen” 
and “anti-Christian.” It said the 
“false prophet” would illegally 
encourage American soldiers in 
violation of all standards of 
morality. 
Spellman will arrive here to­ 
morrow afternoon by air from 
West Germany on his annual 
Christmas visit to American 
troops overseas. 


Terrorist Attacks 
ALGIERS, Algeria 
(UPD — 
French police said today that 
new terrorist attacks in the 
past 24 hours have killed 12 
persons 
and 
wounded 
29 
throughout Algeria. 
The attacks were blamed on 
the Secret Army Organization 
(OAS), a group of anti-govern­ 
ment terrorists who have kill­ 
ed dozens of Algerians here 
and in France in the battle to 
keep Algeria French. 
Yesterday’s 
attacks 
were 
marked by explosions of plas­ 
tic bombs—the OAS’s favorite 
weapon. 
In one incident, two Algiers 
Moslems were killed and five 
wounded when terrorists hurl­ 
ed a hand grenade into a cafe 
and then sprayed the wrecked 
room with machine gun fire. 


Reds Kill Gl 
SAIGON (UPD—An American 
GI and three South Viet Na- 
mese soldiers were killed yes­ 
terday when a land mine plant 
ed by Communist rebels blew 
up an Army truck near Due 
Toa, 14 miles west of Saigon. 
Six

N a m e s e 
were 
wounded. 
The American, whose name 
was withheld until his family 
has been notified, was an en­ 
listed member of the U.S. mili­ 
tary advisory group in South 
Viet Nam. 
Friday’s victim was the first 
American reported killed in 
this country since July, 1959, 
when a major and a master ser­ 
geant were killed by Commu­ 
nist terrorists at Binh Hao Air 
Base.

USEFUL BID: That special 
bid of two clubs after an open­ 
ing bid of one notrum p is very 
useful w'hen you stick to the 
proper m eaning of the bid. If 
your partner expects you to 
have length in both spades and 
hearts, with a sprinkling of 
high cards, th at's what you 
should have when you use the 
bid. 
Don’t use a bid that has a 
special meaning when you don’t 
have the right sort of hand. Un­ 
less you’re a skilled hypnotist, 
your partner will get you into 
trouble 
by 
assum ing 
that 
you’re describing a hand that 
you don’t actually hold. 
Incidentally, don’t be thrown 
off by that light opening bid of 
one notrum p on the West hand. 
Many experts (including most 
of my own group) u§e such bids 
in tournam ent play. The weak 
notrum p is very effective if you 
use it properly. 
The bid of two clubs, asking 
for a takeout in a m ajor suit, is 
effective against a weak no- 
trum p and also against a nor­ 
mal notrum p. You’ll get good 
results with it if you use it only 
when you have at least nine 
cards in spades and hearts com­ 
bined.

Spirit Of Christmas Still 
Abroad Among Us Today 


The true meaning of Christmas is in 
danger of being lost in the shuffle of the 
present day world.

There was no room for them at 
the inn,” it is recorded in the seventh 
verse, second chapter of the Gospel ac­ 
cording to St. Mark.

Last summer a Kansas teacher with 
his family made his way to Boot Jack 
Camp on Mt. Tamalpais. 
“Sorry, we are all filled up. There is 
no room for you here in the camp,” he 
was told. 
As the family came back down the 
mountain 
toward 
Mill 
Valley, 
the 
brakes failed on their car. 
A service station operator loaned 
them his own car so the teacher and his 
wife could take their five young chil­ 
dren to supper. 
They traveled all the way to San Ra­ 
fael in futile search for a motel, hotel or 
place to set up their tent for the night. 
In San Rafael, regrettably, they were 
refused permission to camp in a city 
park. 
When they returned to Mill Valley 


they went in desperation to the police 
station. 
The officer in charge had no luck 
finding room for them at an inn. 
But he told them to go ahead and set 
up their tent in the city’s ba}l park. 
Like Joseph and Mary at Bethlehem 
1,961 years ago, the Kansas teacher and 
his family found no room at an inn, but 
were suffered to set up camp in humble 
surroundings.

Most of us would react by remember­ 
ing Marin as the place we had such a 
miserable time finding a place to camp, 
where there was no room at the inn. 
But the Kansas teacher remembers 
Marin as the place where a kind and 
generous service station operator and a 
kind and considerate policeman went 
out of their way to be helpful, when 
help was most needed. And the Kansas 
teacher made his gratitude known to 
the Mill Valleyans in the Christmas 
season this year.0

ALTHOUGH THE N EW S 
from the Paris meetings has 
been meager and not particu­ 
larly enlightening, it looks as 
if wd have learned at least 
one of the facts of life about 
our alliance. It is that all of 
the Allies cannot move toge­ 
ther, hand in hand and unan­ 
imously, but that one among' 
them must take the lead, go­ 
ing back to the others for ap­ 
proval and consent. 
The past six months have 
demonstrated 
that the four 
Western allies cannot negoti­ 
ate as a team which will agree 
theoretically in advance on all 
of the questions which may 
arise in a practical negotia­ 
tion. In the real world some­ 
one has to begin to negotiate 
to find out precisely what the 
negotiation is to be about. It 
is a mirage to expect the four 
Western powers to guess cor­ 
rectly in advance just what 
Khrushchev will ask and just 
what he will concede, and to 
have an agreed “ position” on 
every guess. 


IN P VKIS LAST W EEK the 
meetings of the foreign min­ 
isters of the NATO Council 
seemed to have concluded 
that while the Western Big 
Four cannot negotiate now 
with the Soviet Union, the 
United States can take the 
lead in talking with the Soviet 
government. 
There 
is, 
of 
course, a big difference be­ 
tween “ talking” and “ negoti­ 
ating.” the difference being 
that in a negotiation the ne­ 
gotiator can accept proposi­ 
tion with reasonable certainty 
that his government will ap­ 
prove. In “talking,” it is al­ 
lowable to work out an agree­ 
ment but not 
to

w i t h o u t fresh instructions 
from the partners concerned. 
On the whole, this is the 
most sensible way to go about 
the business. Even 
if the 
French government were will­ 
ing to attend a foreign minis­ 
ters’ meeting in the near fu­ 
ture, it would almost certainly 
not be a good thing to try to 
deal with the Berlin question 
in a formal foreign ministers' 
m e e t i n g . Experience has 
shown how 
undesirable are 
such meetings with the large 
delegations, with the enor­ 
mous press corps, with the 
long-winded speeches deliv­ 
ered for publicity purposes, 
and with the destructive and 
malicious leaks. 
If negotiation is to be pro­ 
ductive, it will have to be 
done in private— more or less 
in the spirit and the manner 
of the Rusk-Gromyko conver­ 
sations during the autumn 
The four foreign ministers 
can meet after there is sub­ 
stantial agreement on a work­ 
ing draft. They will only mud­ 
dle things if they meet before 
there is a working draft. 
As for a summit meeting, 
that should be contemplated 
only 
after a settlement 
is 
worked out and signed and 
ratified. 
BERLIN IS, of course, not 
the only question on which 
the Western alliance has to 
find ways of coordinating its 
policy. There are all the other 
areas of international conflict, 
especially in Asia, the Middle 
East, and Africa. 
It is not possible to do what 
Gen. de Gaulle asked Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower totlo. which 
is to decide all world ques­ 
tions by the unanimous agree­ 
ment of Britain. France, and 
the United States. Such a glo­ 
bal directorate would cause 
more trouble by arousing sus­ 
picion and jealousy than it 
would have the power to curb. 
The 
Western 
allies 
will 
have to learn that they must 
work together as much as 
they can, that they must dis­ 
agree and go their separate 
ways as little as they can. For 
their marriage, although not 
always perfect, is indissolu­ 
ble.

Deserve High Pay

I wish to emphasize the im­ 
portance of adequate pay­ 
ment for adequate and able 
services to city and county, 
indeed any public official. 
Qualified 
and 
competent 
and dedicated public servants 
<and “ servants” is an inap­ 
propriate word and disagree­ 
able in conotation) are not ob­ 
tained by offering remunera­ 
tion unequal to the abilities 
and qualifications expected 
of the person concerned. 
The name of Mary Sum­ 
mers was mentioned. As a 
member of the county plan­ 
ning commission I am well 
acquainted with her ability 
and attention to her duties 
and responsibilities in a posi­ 
tion demanding high intelli­ 
gence and resistance to un­ 
justified criticism in many 
cases. So I can support Mr. 
Behr in his contention that 
certain public officials are 
underpaid for the character 
of their responsibilities and 
duties. 
If the citizens of Marin de­ 
sire individuals of poor abil­ 
ity to be in a position of re­ 
sponsibility in the conduct of 
the affairs of this so rapidly 
advancing county; and if these 
same 'citizens confuse econ­ 
omy with inadequate and in­ 
sufficient pay to public offi­ 
cials—OK. let us approve of 
a policy 
of giving janitor 


wages to people in important 
positions. We will get persons 
of janitor qualifications as a 
result. 
This isn’t a situation pe­ 
culiar to Marin—the teaching 
profession suffers from it; 
many federal employees also 
are badly paid; most of our 
clergy receive barely enough 
to live upon in an age of high 
living costs. And remember, 
particularly, people of these 
categories are expected 'to 
give a superior performance, 
not only to us as adults and 
our interests but to our chil­ 
dren’s interests as well. Often, 
too. these officials are not 
only underpaid but are not 
even given proper authority 
to carry out their duties and 
responsibilities. 
I believe this county is de­ 
serving of competent, able of­ 
ficials in all of our govern­ 
mental agencies, and we won’t 
get them unless the pay is 
in accord with standards of 
efficiency expected, in fact, 
demanded—usually “ demand­ 
ed” following some flagrant 
mis- or non-performance of 
duty. (And you should add 
“ mal” to the foregoing per­ 
formance of duty.) 
Don’t you believe our resi­ 
dents of Marin should give 
particular attention to this 
problem, and do you believe 
they are sufficiently aware of 
the need to do so?

CHRISTMAS MESSAGE 
Peace Promised 
Men Of Goodwill 
2,000 Years Ago

What event could cause opposing armies to call a 
moratorium on conflict and lift their voices in joyous 
musical harmonies? What day in the whole year are ani­ 
mosities often forgotten and goodwill shared with al­ 
most everyone? The answer that experience records is 
Christmas. 
What strange influence is this that so moves men 
on a single day in the year? It is the day accepted by so 
many as the birthday of Jesus in Bethlehem’s manger. 


Much of our observance of the day and the season 
that precedes it has gotten out of hand, but even this is 
but further testimony to the 
influence of the e v e n t on 
men’s lives around the world. 
The observance of such a day 
needs no defense. Men do not 
have to take note nor be mov­ 
ed by the spirit of the season. 
The day has meaning to all 
who sincerely seek. It is like 
answering the man who de­ 
nies belief in God with. “Don’t 
you wish you could believe in 
Him?” Belief carries its own 
verification. 
The reality of His vital pres­ 
ence and power is not proven 
by concrete material tests. It 
is personal faith that is veri­ 
fied and which opens the way 
for proof of God’s reality. 


THE M E S S A G E of the 
angel to the shepherds on the 
Judaean hills that first Christ­ 
mas night was, “Be not afraid; 
for behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great joy w h i c h 
shall be to all people: for 
there is born to you this day 
in the city of David a Saviour 
who is Christ the Lord.” The 
account in Luke 2 goes on to 
say, “And suddenly there was 
with the angel a multitude of 
the heavenly host praising 
God and saying, Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth 
peace among men in whom he 
is well pleased.” 
“Be not afraid,” “Good tid­ 
ings of great joy,” “Peace on 
earth.” These were the words 
of hope for a confused people 
in another day, but are they 
not also the words of cheer 
we need now? In the midst of 
our armament race and des­ 
perate effort to hide from our 
enemies’ bomb fallout, we are 
as afraid in this enlightened 
age as they 2,000 years ago. 
The coming of the C h r i s t 
Child gave men hope in their 
despair; light for their dark­ 
ness; and love for a world of 
hate and distrust. He has 
these for us. 
Because He came, the world 
has changed. Wherever His 
name has gone women have 
known freedom and respect 
and no longer suffer the in­ 
dignities of being treated as 
property; children are want­ 
ed, loved, and cared for be­ 
cause the Christ Child came. 
Schools have flourished in 
lands where His n a m e has 
been honored, and children of 
promise grow to be strong 
men of state and commerce. 
H o s p i t a l s flourish and 
disease is gradually driven 
from the earth because His 
touch has cooled the fevered 
brow, and His command caus­ 
ed men to care for their fel­ 


lows. We have seen democ­ 
racy rise to build its strong 
structure on the dignity of 
man. His belief in the worth 
of man has called forth the 
efforts of governments and 
society to give everyone his . 
chance, his opportunity to de­ 
termine his own destiny. 


IT IS SMALL wonder then 
that we take this time in the 
year to remind ourselves of 
the difference He made when 
God entered time in the per­ 
son of the Babe of Bethlehem. 
If at no other time all seem to 
remember now, and even 
though there are those who 
say another’s celebration is 
wrong and unworthy, such 
celebration is to call to mind 
a happy and joyous time. 
Still, in our modern day 
with all that we h a v e and 
know, there is much groping 
after meaning and reality in 
life. Man’s futile efforts are 
often so much beating of the 
air. Ultimately most men seek 
the same ends and pursue the 
same goals in life. S o r r o w 
comes because so many seek 
these in the wrong way. They 
accept the counterfeit prizes 
that so often prove to be only 
so much tinsel and emptiness. 
What better season of the 
year than now for each of us 
to take time to think on the 
true meaning of the birth of 
Jesus nearly two milleniums 
ago. Whatever our station, it 
would be well to see what this 
coming to earth did for us. 
Such remembrance may call 
some to other times when the 
God of Creation is acknowl­ 
edged, praised, and his wis­ 
dom sought. 


LIFT MILLIONS of voices 
on the earth today singing, 
“Be not afraid.” When this 
confidence is born of experi­ 
ence and trust, our world will 
know peace even as it was 
p r o m i s e d . The “peace on 
earth” is promised to “men of 
good will.” We have tried al­ 
most everything on a world 
scale. Perhaps we should heed 
a voice from the first century, 
“Why not try God?” 
This is the heart of the 
Christmas message. What it 
can and will mean to each of 
us will depend upon what we 
personally seek to do with our 
lives. May the love, mercy, 
kindness, p e a c e , and joy 
which the shepherds found on 
the Judaean hills be yours 
now and through out the new 
year.

If you were a small boy 
how would you like to receive 
a pair of overalls for Christ­ 
mas? Or if you were a girl, a 
Mother Hubbard or a box of 
cornflakes0 
Pretty 
dismal, you 
say? 
Well, in the early part of the 
century this was accepted as 
the very best jolly old Santa 
Claus had to offer the chil­ 
dren at the Sunny Hills home 
in San Anselmo. 
Evidently his mind turned 
to intensely practical gifts, as 
early records of the home in­ 
dicate. 
According 
to 
Mrs. 
Bernhardt Schmidt, who has 
been a Marin resident since 
1912, is a former Sunny Hills 
president and now an honor­ 
ary vice president, gifts so­ 
licited for the children in 
1915 
were 
overalls, 
metal 
combs and elastic. That year, 
Mrs. Schmidt reports, the cli­ 
max of the celebration was 
the arrival of Santa Claus 
blowing a horn. He was fol­ 
lowed by four boys bearing a 
huge 
b o x 
decorated with 
greens and a red box which, 
when opened, was found to 
contain 42 pairs of overalls. 
That same Christmas the 
records show 29 children with 
measles, so a tree was plant­ 
ed outside for them to see. 
In 1916 things were not 
much gayer, Mrs. Schmidt 
says. Donors were asked to 
give overalls, shoes, g y m 
equipment, flour and corn­ 
flakes instead of dolls and 
toys. 
Also requested were 
Mother Hubbards of dark, 
serviceable 
material w i t h 
long sP-eves and high neck. 
TIMES WERE still tough in 
1919. Turkey was too expen­ 
sive so 15 chickens were kill­ 
ed, which miraculously fed 
125 children and staff. 
Benefits, such as the recent 
“Christmas On Ice” produced 


by Raydirve’s School of Ice 
Skating, are not really new. 
Mrs. Raymond H. Thayer of 
San Rafael, who was once 
treasurer and now an honor­ 
ary vice president, recalls 
that for many years the First 
Presbyterian Church of San 
Rafael had a beautiful Christ­ 
mas ceremony on the Sunday 
before Christmas to benefit 
Sunny Hills, which was very 
poor. In a Nativity scene in 
front of the church, Sunday 
school children brought gifts 
of canned goods, money and 
toys. 
By the 1920s. Mrs. William 
Kent Jr., of San Francisco 
and Marin, reports that Christ­ 
mas was becoming an event 
at the home in which the chil­ 
dren could participate. 
Mrs. Kent, who is now pres­ 
ident, first worked at the 
Grape Festival 40 years ago 
as a bride. She remembers the 
wonderful tableaux where ev­ 
ery child had to have a part. 
After exhausting B i b l i c a l 
sources, medieval costumes 
were improvised, often just 
pinned together. Mrs. Kent 
recalls 
h o w the 
children 
squabbled over the parts they 
were to play. 
Mrs. George P. Egleston of 
San Francisco, now finance 
chairman, remembers that the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
used to decorate a tremen­ 
dous Christmas tree for the 
children’s parties. Dressed in 
red surplices, the children 
marched in bearing lighted 
candles. One year some board 
members, apprehensive over 
the prospect of a fire, decreed 
no

Continued from Page M 6 
him, has enormous meaning 
for the children. 
Some people give gifts of 
money and this is used by the 
institution to buy gifts for 
the children at Christmas and 
to provide for special needs 
during the year such as grad­ 
uation suits and that all-im­ 
portant first formal dress. 
Some individuals or civic 
groups, youth groups, sorori­ 
ties, churches or the like will 
request a list of the names 
and ages of the children and 
select gifts themselves. 
On an evening near Christ­ 
mas, this year Dec. 21, there 
is held a Christmas dinner 
around a tree decorated by] 
the Junior Auxiliary. This is 
a “family” affair attended by 
children and staff. It is always 
a warm and pleasant occasion, 
with the children in their 
Sunday best and on their best 
behavior. After dinner the 
children return to their indi­ 
vidual cottages where they 
open their gifts under their 
own Christmas trees. 
By Christmas day, some of 
the children have gone home 
for a day or so, but many are 
unable to do so. Special ef­ 
forts are made to make Christ­ 
mas Day a happy one for 
these children. There are spe­ 
cial gifts under the tree for 
them and they have a small 
and intimate Christmas din­ 
ner. After dinner they may 
go on an outing to the city 
with their house 
parents. 
Many offers from private citi­ 
zens to take one or two chil­ 
dren into their homes for the 
day are received, but while 
the generosity of the offers is 
appreciated, it has been found 
that children are happier with 
the people they know best in 
the environment with which 
they are familiar. 


SO THAT THE children 
may learn of the pleasure of 
giving as well as receiving, 
each child is given a small 
sum for his own Christmas 
shopping to be spent as he 
pleases. He may even spend 
it on himself if he chooses, 
but this rarely happens. Most 
children do amazingly welt in 
stretching the amount to in­ 
clude small brothers and sis­ 
ters and friends. 
The religious significance 
of C h r i s t m a s is not over­ 
looked. D u r i n g Christmas 
week there will be a candle­ 
light service in the small Sun­ 
ny Hills chanel and on Christ­ 
mas Day. the children still 
there will go to church. 
Last year for the first time 
members of the 666th Radar 
Squadron of the Air Force, 
stationed on Mt. Tamalpais, 
provided five trees for the 
cottages and the dining room. 
This year the men under the 
direction of Sgt. Emil Hedeen 
repeated their friendly ges­ 
ture. 
Today’s Christmas is a far 
cry from the overalls and 
Mother Hubbards of 1915. But 
whether then or now, the in­ 
terest in the welfare of the 
children of Sunny Hills, es­ 
pecially at Christmas, has 
been a continuing concern of 
the local community and its 
generous hearted inhabitants 
for many, many years.

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Half A Century In Education 


That's The Record O f E. E. Lenander, 


Retired President O f The Dixie School Board

“He is a man who walks 
softly — but carries a big 
stick.” 
In this way was E. E. Len­ 
ander. recently retired presi­ 
dent of the Dixie School Dis­ 
trict Board of Trustees, cate­ 
gorized by an associate in 
1953 on Lenander’s retire­ 
ment as principal of Central 
High School in St. Paul, Minn. 
Much the same appraisal 
has been given of the man by 
those who have worked with 
him before and since that oc­ 


casion of his first “retire­ 
ment.” 
“L e n a n d e r ’ s 
greatest 
strength during the years he 
served on the Dixie board was 
his ability to move quietly to­ 
ward a common end, bringing 
those about him to .a. common 
opinion,” Dennie B. Willis, 
superintendent of the district, 
said the other day. “As chair­ 
man of the board, he never 
brought a question to a vote 
until every other board mem­ 
ber had every opportunity to 
gain all possible information. 
“He never objected to a 


vote against him—he asked 
only that his opponents vote 
with reason.” 
Lenander’s second “retire­ 
ment” came last July when he 
concluded a four-year term 
on the Dixie board to take up 
a new life of gardening, build­ 
ing and puttering around the 
Terra Linda home at 901 Las 
Ovejas which he shares with 
his wife, Hilda. 
IT ALSO ENDED almost 
half a century in the field of 
education. 
Born in Minnesota in 1886 
in a house constructed within 
a hillside and covered on 
three sides and top with 
earth, L e n a n d e r ’s family 
moved when he was 2 years 
old to a 190-acre farm about 
20 miles from St. Peter. He 
clearly r e m e m bers today 
“driving a team of horses be­ 
hind a walking plow from 
sunup until after sundown 
when I was 6 years old.” 
“I could plow an acre a 
day,” he recalls (with pride) 
in a voice that is clear, yet so 
soft as to lead his listener to 
believe he is sharing a con­ 
fidence. Nor does one doubt 
his prowess behind a plow. 
Today, some 60 years later, 
he imparts an impression of 
lean, tall power. 
His elementary schooling he 
received in a rustic, one-room 
schoolhouse with “one teach­ 
er for everything.” 
“I remember one winter 
when she taught 48 kids,” he 
said. 
Spurred by h i s mother 
(whom he calls a well-edu­ 


cated if not well - schooled 
woman) and by his own “in­ 
tellectual curiosity,” he, at 
the age of 21. did an unprec­ 
edented thing in the eyes of 
the old-country Swedish com­ 
munity: He left the farm to 
attend high school. 
From high school he went 
to Gustavus Adolphus College 
in St. Peter where, in the 
course of his studies, he found 
himself in an art class taught 
by an attractive young Swe­ 
dish girl, Hilda Strid. She be­ 
came his wife two years after 
his graduation. 
“It was a wonderful oppor­ 
tunity for a girl,” she says to­ 
day. “1 had 20 men in my 
class, all older than I. 
“I had my choice of the 
lot.” 
“She was the most success­ 
ful teacher in the school,” 
her husband interrupted. “At 
least, she married one of her 
pupils.” 
Lenander’s teaching career 
began before his graduation 
from college. During his soph­ 
omore, j u n i o r and senior 
years he taught religious his­ 
tory at a nearby parochial 
school. Most of his pupils, he 
said, were of Sunday school 
age. 
His church school teaching 
experience was primarily re­ 
sponsible for his first position 
after graduation — that of 
chaplain at the Michigan State 
Penitentiary. The Protestant 
chaplain at the prison was 
pastor of the congregation 
where he taught school, and 
requested Lenander to take 


his place during summer va­ 
cation. His principal duty was 
to conduct religious services 
before the prisoners on Sun­ 
days. 
“I don’t consider it one of 
my big achievements” he said. 
NOT AN ORDAINED min­ 
ister, he was at that time a 
member of the L u t h e r a n 
Church, the national religion 
of Sweden, the country from 
which his father had emigrat­ 
ed and in which his wife was 
born. He and his wife later 
became Presbyterians and are 
now’ members of the Com­ 
munity Presbyterian Church 
in Terra Linda. 
Lenander still, on occasion, 
delivers a Sunday sermon to 
the congregation. 
If the teaching profession 
is an underpaid one today, It 
was even less rewarding, fi­ 
nancially speaking, in 1913, 
when, as a young man of 27, 
Lenander took his first teach­ 
ing job at a high school In 
Leroy, Minn., at $85 a month. 
He stayed one year, teaching 
manual training and mathe­ 
matics. 
He next became principal 
of an elementary school in 
Toronto, S.D., where he was 
raised to $100 a month. By 
the end of his third year, dur­ 
ing which time he taught 
math, English and manual 
training, in addition to acting 
as principal, he was earning 
the handsome sum of $999 & 
year for the nine month pe­ 
riod. 
In 1917, the family moved

Continued from Page M-8 
to Brookings. S.D., where he 
became principal of the high 
school—with a raise of $1,200 
annually, a salary he consid­ 
ered adequate until the sky­ 
rocketing prices brought on 
by World War I made him 
realize it was not all the 
money in the world. 
His next move was to Win- 
throp. Minn., where he stayed 
for six years a teacher and 
superintendent in a single- 
high school district of about 
100 students. At the end of 
his sixth year he was earning 
$2,600. 
“We thought that was a lot 
of money," he said. 
In 1024. now with two 
daughters, he and his wife 
moved to St. Paul. ‘‘We knew 
they would want a college ed­ 
ucation and felt it would be 
far better for them if we lived 
in the Twin Cities so they 
could eventually attend the 
University of Minnesota.” 
Both daughters, Elizabeth 
(now Mrs. Robert Saunders of 
Berkeley) and Melva (Mrs. 
Thomas S. McCart of 346 
Holly Drive, Terra Linda), be­ 
came students at the Univer­ 
sity of Minnesota. Elizabeth 
majored in music and for 
seven years served as state 
statistician for the Minnesota 
Crime Bureau, the only wom­ 
an in the history of the state 
to hold that position. 
Melva was a teaching ma­ 
jor, and for several years 
after her graduation taught 
homemaking at h e r alma 
mater. Today she holds the 
distinction of being the moth­ 
er of the only pupil to fin­ 
ish all eight grades in the 
Dixie School District, a feat 
her daughter. Martha, accom­ 
plished by skipping a grade 
and finishing in seven years. 
(Martha is now a 13-year-old 
freshman at Terra Linda High 
School.) 
During the 29 years from 
1924 to 1953 Lenander re­ 
mained in St. Paul, serving as 
teacher and eventually prin­ 
cipal of Johnson, Humboldt 
and Central high schools. 
It is probably at Central, 
where he retired for the first 
time, that a large piece of 
Lenander’s h e a r t still re­ 
mains. It was there that his 
career reached its peak, the 
position offering him the op­ 
portunity to guide the des­ 
tinies of some 2,000 students. 
It was there that he showed 
his ability to use the big stick 
while walking softly, notably 
during an explosive fratern- 
ity-sorority situation that had 
stumped many an educator 
before him. 
Believing the organizations 
to be snobbish, undemocratic 
and not in the best interests 
of the students, Lenander was 
able to eliminate them in 
three years—with the coop­ 
eration of the students who, 
from the admissions of many 
in letters to Lenander, were 
quietly won over to his way 
of thinking. 
His success as an adminis­ 
trator is probably best ex- 
pressed in a letter in 1949. 


from Roy 0. Isacksen, then a 
junior high school principal 
who had at one time served as 
assistant principal under Len­ 
ander. 
"Dear Mr.Lenander,” Isack­ 
sen wrote, "I am trying to de­ 
velop your patience and con­ 
sideration in dealing with 
teachers and pupils; to antici­ 
pate administrative details so 
as to make school operation 
easier; and in dealing with 
parents, I am attempting to 
have your poise and good 
sense.” 
This was only one of a score 
of letters read on the occasion 
of Lenander’s r e t i r ement 
from Central — a ceremony 
highlighted by th e public 
reading of letters and testi­ 
monials from students, teach­ 
ers, associates, family and 
friends, all giving tribute to 
his ability and warm under­ 
standing. 
Unable to face a life of in­ 
activity, Lenander immediate­ 
ly took another job—that of 
principal at B r e c k High 
School in St. Paul, a private, 
Episcopal military school. 
He remained there for two 
years, retiring once again in 
1955 and moving with his

numbered 53 pupils, its aver­ 
age population since it was 
formed almost 100 years ago 
in 1858. 
When Lenander was elect­ 
ed to the board in 1957, the 
district had grown to 1,220 
pupils. When he retired from 
the board in October of this 
year, there were 2,671 pupils 
in five schools—Bernard Hoff­ 
man, Mary E. Silveira, Santa 
Margarita, Lucas Valley and 
Vallecito. (The Don Timoteo 
School is expected to open 
at the latest sometime in 
January, 1962.) 
According to those who 
closely followed the progress 
of the district during Lenan- 
der’s years of the board, it 
was because of his lead that 
the board was able to present 
convincingly to the district 
parents a forward program of 
libraries and “floating teach­ 
ers,” the l a t t e r enabling 
teachers to work with slow 
youngsters and rapid pupils 
on a separate basis. 
The program required ad­ 
ditional personnel and facil­ 
ities—adding up to additional 
money — and Lenander is 
given a major share of the 
credit for the overwhelming 
vote of approval accorded the 
necessary tax increase. 
Also a result of his teach­ 
ing experience is the district’s 
advanced program of indus­ 
trial and home arts. His for­ 
ward-looking attitude as an 
administrator was also re­ 
sponsible for the purchase of 
large parcels of land on which 
now sit comparatively small 
schools.

Religious Thinkers Give Views 
On Nuclear Weapons Problem 


G O D 
A N D THE H -BO M B 
edited by Donald Keys, Bell- 
m eadow s Press with Bernard 
Geis Associates, 224 pages.

Out of the opinions of 28 
intelligent religious thinkers 
—including the Pope and Is­ 
rael Goldstein—compiled in 
one book, something more 
than general agreement that 
nuclear weapons are not so 
good for the world ought to 
be expressed. , 
And something has been— 
by a few of the contributors. 
In the work, self-described 
as a symposium embracing 
religious thinkers, and con­ 
ceived by television personal­ 
ity Steve Allen and publisher 
Bernard Geis, much of what 
has been asserted before, con­ 
demning the use of the atomic 
bomb during World War II, 
the continued stockpiling of 
nuclear weapons by the Unit­ 
ed States, the adaptionists of 
our country’s present policy 
regarding nuclear war, etc. is 
reiterated. But didactic essays 
by N o r m a n K. Gottwald, 
Christopher Hollis and Martin 
Buber say more and say it 
better. 
Here is some of what they 
say: 
Gottwald, professor of Old 
Testament, Andover - Newton 
Theological School — “When 
we accept as necessary the 
contemplation of radiological 
murder—of millions of Rus­ 
sians and millions of Ameri­ 
cans—can anyone doubt that 
our society Is brutalized there­ 
by. If a Christian believes 
that political and social or­ 
ders are possible only through 
threatening an act which dis­ 
solves all recognizable hu­ 
man order, what is left of his 
belief in God the Creator? ... 
Only patient power of private 
protest can shatter the illu­ 
sions and fantasies of power 
diplomacy to which nations 
will cling until enough citi­ 
zens recognize that the em­ 
peror has no clothes.” 
Hollis, member of the edi­ 
torial board of “The Tablet” 
—“The modern -pacifist, it 


seems to me, weakens his 
case if he ties it up with max­ 
ims of absolute unconditional 
non-resistance—takes it upon 
himself to argue that Roland 
should have laid down his 
arms at Roncesballes or that 
we should have done nothing 
to r e s c u e J e w s from gas 
chambers . ..” 
Buber, professor emeritus 
of sociology, Hebrew Univer­ 
sity, Jerusalem—“It is now 
high time for men to tell the 
politicians: ‘. . . We have 
given you the power you hold

because we believed you to be 
persons who under any cir­ 
cumstances know what they 
do. We see we have been mis­ 
taken. The frenzy of the game 
has deprived you of the ca­ 
pacity to know the true na­ 
ture of the game you play and 
whither it may lead . . .

A Christmas Tradition 
In Many Of Our Homes 


THE NIGHT BEFORE CHRIST­ 
MAS by Clement C. Moore, 
illustrated by Leonard Weis- 
gard, Grosset and Dunlap.

Christmas would not be 
complete without the reading 
of this poem. It has become 
traditional in many American 
homes. Children sit spell­ 
bound while they listen. 
Full of fun, fancy, and ex­ 
citement, “The Night Before 
Christmas” was one of the 
first books to bring laughter 
into children’s literature. Al­ 
most a century and a half ago 
this beloved poem was writ­ 
ten by a father for his chil­ 
dren. 
Leonard Weisgard’s color- 
drenched illustrations attract 
children. With face aglow, 3- 
year-old Johnny pressed his 
hand across the end papers. 
There is a rugged reality 
about the artist’s figures. He 
uses strong colors. Every 
page is filled with toys, Santa 
Claus and his eight tiny rein­ 
deer, and other Christmas 
scenes. The book is climaxed 
with the final picture, “look­ 
ing through the window at the 
snowy Christmas morning.”

If * you’re 
familiar 
with 
recommended first-aid treat­ 
ment for your fine oak floors, 
there’s no need to cry over 
spilled m i l k — or spilled 
grease or ink or even cigarette 
bums, for that matter. 
Such is the advice of floor 
maintenance 
experts, 
who 
point out that most stains and 
other marks caused by house­ 
hold accidents can be remov­ 
ed so that the natural beauty 
of the 
wood 
remains un­ 
marred. 
Here are remedies for a 
few of the more common 


floor “ injuries.” The treat­ 
ments are recommended in a 
new booklet, “ How to Keep 
Oak Floors Beautiful.” pub­ 
lished by the National Oak 
Flooring Manufacturers’ As­ 
sociation. 
M ILK OR FOOD STAINS— 
Rub the spot with a damp 
cloth Rub dry and re-wax. 
INK SPOTS— Clean the spot 
and surrounding area with 
No. 1 steel wool dampened 
with a good floor cleaner or 
mineral spirits. If the spot 
remains, rub with fine sand­ 
paper, feathering out three 


to four inches into the sur­ 
rounding area. Re-wax and 
polish. Should this be inef­ 
fective, apply a solution of 
one ounce of oxalic acid to 
one quart of water. The solu­ 
tion is poisonous, so wear rub­ 
ber gloves. Let it stand one 
hour, then rinse with clear 
water. Repeat if the spot re­ 
mains. Should the second ap­ 
plication fail, sand the area 
with No. 00 sandpaper and 
apply 
a 
matching 
finish, 
feathering out into the sur­ 
rounding area. Buff lightly 
with No. 00 steel wool after 


finish is dry. Then apply a 
second coat of finish, let dry 
and re-wax. If the spot resists 
this treatment, replace the af­ 
fected flooring piece. 
G REA SE OR OIL STAINS 
— Saturate cotton with hydro­ 
gen peroxide and place it on 
the stain. Then saturate a sec­ 
ond layer of cotton with am­ 
monia and place it over the 
first. Repeat until the stain 
disappears. 
CIGARETTE BI RNS— Un­ 
less they are too deep, they 
often can be removed mere­ 
ly by rubbing them with steel 


wool. Soap and water on the 
steel wool make it more ef­ 
fective. 
ALCOHOL SPOTS — Rub 
with a cloth treated with liq­ 
uid paste wax, silver polish 
or boiled linseed oil, or with 
a cloth dampened 
slightly 
with ammonia. 
ANIM AL OR 
D I A P E R 
STAINS— If not of long stand­ 
ing they often can be remov­ 
ed by the same treatment 
used for ink stains. Should 
they resist cleaning, replace 
the affected flooring pieces. 
H EEL MARKS AND CAS­ 
TER MARKS— Rub vigorous­ 
ly with fine steel wool dipped 
in floor cleaner. Wipe dry 
and polish. 
STAINS 
C A U S E D 
BY 
STANDING W ATER — Rub 
the spot with No. 00 steel 
wool, then re-wax. If this 
fails, sand lightly with fine 
sandpaper, then c l e a n the 
spot and surrounding area 
with No. 1 steel wool dipped 
in mineral spirits or floor 
cleaner. When the flooring 
has dried apply matching fin­ 
ish, feathering out into the 
surrounding 
area. 
Re-wrax 
after the finish has dried 
thoroughly. 
Most stains can be prevent­ 
ed or minimized, the booklet 
points out, by keeping your 
oak floors well waxed and by 
wiping up spilled liquids im­ 
mediately. 
Wax prevents stain-causing 
agents from seeping into the 
wood 
and penetrating the 
fibers.

Holly Bush Certain 


To Catch The Eyes 


A holly bush in full berry is 
sure to stop traffic this time 
of year. Passers-by never fail 
to look twice and most of 
them long to clip a few boughs 
for holiday decor. 
It’s a mystery, for all this, 
that more people don’t plant 
holly in their own gardens. 
The many members of the 
family are easily grown and 
make excellent 
garden sub­ 
jects even when not in berry. 
They 
make 
fine 
specimen 
shrubs and can also be grown 
in tubs or sheared into a glos­ 
sy green hedge. 
Gardeners occasionally com­ 
plain that they’ve grown holly 
which never produced a ber­ 
ry. The 
reason for this 
is 
simply 
that 
the 
specimen 
grown was a male which is 
non-bearing by nature, or it 
was a female with no male in 
the vicinity to pollinate it. 
The formula for success 
with hollies once called for 
both male and female plants. 
Today, however, nurserymen 
offer self, fertile shrubs — 
usually a female onto which a 
male branch has been grafted. 
When it comes to choosing 
varieties, you're on your own. 
Nurserymen always carry sev­ 
eral and one is usually a “ best 
performer.’’ Better ask before 
you buy. 
English Holly is the tradi­ 
tional Christmas Holly with 
the spiny leaves and bright 
red berries. Burford Holly, 
however, is better suited to 
warm climates. Burford Holly 
has few, if any, spines and 
glossy rounded leaves. Cor- 
nuta (Chinese Holly), another 
popular variety, has more fa­ 
miliar spiny leaves. Between

and around these varieties are 
a dozen or more that can be 
grow n in home gardens. Some 
are almost 
treelike, 
others 
nearly prostrate. 
The 
holly you 
buy 
this 
month will have berries when 
you buy it and can be used 
for decor in the home or on 
the front porch until the holi­ 
days are over. It can then go 
into the garden to be grown 
for future cutting. 
A slightly acid soil is best 
for hollies. Otherwise they 
have few demands. Certainly 
they give far more than they 
ask.

The garden world has no

lilies. 
These 
wonderful hybrids are bred 
to absolute perfection — so 
much so. in fact, that it’s hard 
to see where any more im­ 
provements might come from. 
The wonderful Mid-Century 
hybrids, Fiesta hybrids and 
Bellingham hybrids have been 
with us for more than a few 
years now, but their beauty is 
no 
less 
breathtaking 
than 
when they first appeared on 
the scene. We can say the 
same thing for the Aurelian 
and Olympic Hybrids as well 
as for the 
newer trumpet 
lilies. Each is similar in its 
grandeur to all the 
other 
lilies, ju t the differences be­ 
tween them are definite and 
definitely desirable. 
The gardener who intends 
to grow lilies should adhere 
rigidly to the following rules: 
First off, in choosing a 
planting site, keep sun re­ 
quirements 
in 
mind. 
Here 
along the coast, full sun is the 
lily’s preference. But valley 
gardeners should try to pro­ 
vide filtered sun — at least 
during mid-day. 
Next, the matter of drain- 


j 
age is all-important. Lilies ab­ 
hor wet feet and the bulbs 
will rot unless good drainage 
is available. A sloping site is 
ideal, but any well drained 
spot on the level will do. 
These are the two most cru­ 
cial points to successful lily 
growing. You can encourage 
further success 
by feeding 
occasionally 
after 
s p r i n g 
growth starts; by adding leaf 
mold to insure acidity and 
sand to leaven the soil. Water­ 
ing is important, but it’s eas­ 
ier to over water than other­ 
wise. 


N EW ZEALAND FLAX adds an exotic touch 
wherever it is used, but it is especially 
effective as a patio accent shrub. From 
small beginnings, as shown in inset photo, 
it forms wide clumps six to seven feet 


tall at maturity. Sword-like broad leaves 
are streaked with yellow and white. It 
serves as a good windbreak and is very 
hardy.

IT'S IMPORTANT 
Give Some Careful Thought To 


Shrub Border Before Planting 


The trouble with too many 
border plantings is that too 
little thought has preceded 
their planting. Some garden­ 
ers seem to consider the bor­ 
der merely as space to be 
filled, which is what they pro­ 
ceed to do. 
In landscape design, the 
border is one of the most im­ 
portant features in your gar­ 
den. It defines the garden 
area, frames it so to speak, 
and if the frame is wrong, so 
is the rest of the picture. 
Before planting a shrub 
border, 
the 
inexperienced 
gardener should seek profes­ 
sional advice. First, however, 
he should make up a plot 
drawing 
of 
the 
landscape, 
showing the relationship be­ 
tween house and lot, indicat­ 
ing fences, existing trees and, 
of course, existing shrub bor­ 
ders, if there are such things. 
Strictly speaking, the shrub 
border is not entirely that. It 
will consist not only of shrubs 
but will include certain choice 
perennials and even a few 
bulbs and annuals. Since it is 
a permanent investment, how- 
ever, c a r e f u l l y selected 
shrubs and a few good peren­ 
nials will make up the main 
part of the planting. Annuals 
and bulbs can be spotted for 
their fleeting color contribu­ 
tions where they won’t be too 
sorely missed at the end of 
their bloom. 


Properly planted, the bor­ 
der is almost a self perpetuat­ 
ing 
thing, 
requiring 
little 
pruning and no severe cutting 


back. With good planning, the 
result, oi course, is shrubs 
which mature to your size 
specifications. 


SOUTH SEAS is a new hybrid tea rose ta be introduced 
this coming spring by the Jackson and Perkins Co. It's a 
robust, tall growing plant, three to four feet in height, 
that produces enormous Tahitian pink flowers up to seven 
and a half inches across.

Color may be the ultimate 
goal of most gardeners, but 
it should not be the only one. 
In our search for bigger and 
better bloom, let s not over­ 
look fragrance. 
Fragrance, far more than 
bloom, will stimulate your 
senses. W e see color every 
day and in everything, but a 
particular fragrance is often 
a fleeting experience or one 
that is repeated only once a 
year. Occasionally we catch 
a scent that we’ve missed for 
years and it brings immediate 
recall of the circumstances 
under w hich we caught it last. 
Scent is the chain that ties us 
to our past. 
Plan, then, to shop for frag­ 
rance for your own garden. 
Nurserymen can help you to 
choose a variety of plants 
that will yield a near year- 
round supply of perfume in 
the garden. 


IF YO U W E R E to plant for 
fragrance 
on 
a 
calendar 
around basis, for instance, 
you might try’ something like 
this: To start the year, there’s 
usually Daphne in bloom as 
early as January, or one of 
the fragrant Viburnums. 
Daphne is still around in

doors is to water all your 
plants at the same time each 
day until water runs out of 
the drainage hole in the bot­ 
tom cf the pot. Use warm wa­ 
ter. 
This drainage is important, 
particularly 
for 
poinsettias 
which thrive best under drier 
conditions than most plants. 
Azaleac\ too, should be wa­ 
tered regularly, preferably in 
daylight hours. The blossoms 
will last longer if they are 
kept out of the direct sun­ 
light in the coolest room in 
the house. 
Experts say overheating is 
the second greatest hazard to 
holiday potted plants. Place 
them away from radiators or 
other heat outlets. It’s a good 
idea to open the window in a 
nearby room during the sun­ 
ny period of the day to fresh­ 
en the air. Clay pots help 
plants tolerate the heat by 
keeping the roots 10 to 15 de­ 
grees cooler than non porous 
containers. 
You can still enjoy decor­ 
ative planters and jardineres 
by placing your pots inside 
them after lining the bottom 
of the planter with an inch or 
two of pebbles for drainage. 
To be certain your pots are 
kept moist, you can fill in the 
planter with spagnum moss 
which 
should 
be 
watered 
lightly once a week until it’s 
spongy to the touch.
